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The Hole of the Bureau of the Budget 

Kkj Central Intelligence /agency's annual budget, ooverlng funds and 
personnel requirements, is prepared end presented to the Bureau of the Budget 
in the same fora and manner as other Government agencies- The overt activities 
are shown in great detail.; however, the covert activities, due to t heir sensi- 
tivity, are presented in suaaaary fores. This presentation contains over 600 
pages of detailed infenmation. In addition, the Bureau is furnished a boofc 
consisting of approximately lSfc pages, settle forth the organisational structure 
the .Agency and inc luding the specific functions of all major ccxapocento. It 
is believed that the quantity and quality of infterastlon furnished the Bureau is 
equivalent to that furnished by other Government agencies . 

This budget presentation is reviewed In detail by examiners of the Bureau 
who have been security cleared by the Agency. From this review long lists of 
questioiis are prepared which require detailed answers from the Agency. Fallowing 
this exercise, hearing# are held in the Bureau at which time e ach Deputy Director 
of the Agency is required to give further justification in support of hie request 
for funds end personnel for Ms area of operation. 

The final hearing which is nonaaily conducted by the Director of the Bureau 
of the Budget is attended by the Director of Centre! Intelligent at which time 
over-all Government policies, ir.ternational situations and the Adtairdstration's 
viewpoint cm the over-all Federal budget are discussed. Baaed cm the results of 
this hearing and the recommendations of the budget examiners, the Director of 
the Bureau of the Budget submits his recasasndations to the President. When the 
funds and personnel to be Included are finally approved, the Agency prepares the
